Garrison, jr., a member of one of 
the most prominent and wealthy 
families in St. Louis, committed sui- 
cide today because he believed that 
he was too ill to tnarry. When his 
body was found today, shot through 
the head at the Waldorf 
Astoria, 


there were two letters beside him. 
In one of them the suicide told the 
father that he Would rather die than 
to continue.to suffer, and that it 
would be unjust to his fiancee to 
marry her in his present state of 
health. The other letter was writ- 
ten by the girl he expected to marry 
and urged him to "cheer up" and 
think of "the better days to. come." 


Mr. Garrison's father and his sou 


by his first marriage, who came here 
with him yesterday, declined to tell 
-his fiancee's name, saying that this 
course was best for all concerned.

the establishment grew two nasty 
fights that recently brought the prin- 
cipals into the city court. 


Another point is made that may af- 


fect several other applicants. 
In his 


notice Poirson says that he will ask 
for a license to operate a saloon at 
502 and 
504 Calhoun street without 


specifying whether it Is North or 
South Calhoun. 


All applicants for a number of years 


have overlooked this point and a' • 
though they are all careful to specify 
the east and west streets they simply 
say Calhoun street and are evidently 
unmindful

by specifying the lot number and tho:

It if going to cost a good deal of money .to pave 


the outer street ends connecting with the great high- 
yrays into Fort Wayne, hut that should not deter the 
city from these improvements. The engineering esti- 
mates of something above $50,000 no doubt is ad- 
visedly made conservatively high. The probability i#. 
however, that it can be done considerably cheaper. 
It 


is not essential on all of these streets—and perhaps 
not. upon any of them—to plan for the higher grade 
pavements. 
Upon some of them consideration for 


property dictates pavement of a cheaper sort and there 
are some cases where property valuations will forbid 
costly improvements. 
Nevertheless, all these streets 


can be put in fine condition at. a cost the property will 
bear, and this should be done. Why effort to this end 
was not undertaken years ago is one of the several 
municipal things peculiar to Fort Wayne that are now 
past finding out. Rut past negligence cannot be made 
a pretext for further delay, and the city ought to 
make provision at once for the improvements.

The publication of "Thp Works of .larri°s Buchanan." 


in twelve bulky volumes under the editorship of Prof. 
John B. Moore, has revealed an ancient scandal, the ex- 
istence of which had been suspected but vehemently d"- 
nied. 


President Buchanan is shown to have been in corres- 


pondence with justices of the supreme court regarding 
the Dred Scott decision before the decision was made 
public: he is shown to have used his influence to line up 
one judge with the majority, and he is shown to have 
known the main points of the decision when in his in- 
augural address he urged his countrymen to "cheerfully 
submit." whatever it might prove to be. The decision I 
was given two days later. 


William H. Seward. as senator from New York, waft 


the first responsible man to bring the charge against 
the president of collusion with the court. In a speech 
in the senate a year after the inauguration Senator Sew- 
ard made a tremendous sensation by saying: 
"Before 


coming into office Buchanan approached or was ap- 
proached by the supreme court of the United States. 
The day of tha inauguration came, the first one among 
all the celebrations of that great national pageant that 
was to be desecrated by a coalition between the execu- 
tive and judicial departments, to undermine the national 
legitlature and the liberties of the people." 
According 


] to Seward the judges were merely the tools of the presi- 


dent. 


The New York senator's wild utterances were depre- 


cated by the sensible mm of the lime. In writing of the 
matter after the lapse of many years Mr. .1. F. Rhodes, 
the eminent historian, took the same position. 
The 


<-hnra.-ter of both Buchanan ':ind Chief .Justice Taney. 
he said, was proof of tho falsity of the charges. 


But the publication of Buchanan's writings invalidates 


theso kindly judgments. 
Two letters are published, one 


from Justice Cntron. of Tennessee, and the other from 
.lustico Grier, of Pennsylvania, which reveal the basis 
for Seward's accusations. 


Catron's letter, ilatrd February 10. 1857. suggests that 


the president-elect might line up firicr. who had baen 
"persuaded to take the. smooth handle for the sake of 
peace." 
Buchanan's reply and his letter to Orler have 


not been preserved—or made public-—hut Grier's reply 
is cited. 


The justice says he has shown Buchanan's letter to 


the chief justice and to Justice Wayne, and "with their 
concurrence" he gives a history of the case and outlines 
thp decision "in confidence." 
Grler adds that he recog- 


nizes the advisability of keeping sectionalism out of the 
decision and so that he has "agreed to concur" with the 
chief justice. In other words, for the sake of maintaining 
the court's prestige and for political reasons the justice 
changed his opinion after receiving the admonition from 
the president-elect. 
His change put a second northern, 


judge on the slavery side. 


As the Independent says—from 
whose 
review 
of 


Buchanan's "Works" this account is taken—Seward was 
justified in his complaint that Buchanan knew in ad- 
vance the decision, to which he pledged his support. 


While the action of the president-elect did not change 


the decision the correspondence gives an uncomfortable 
view of possible collusion between a president, and a chief 
justice to manipulate the court for political purposes.

are capable of any monstrous crime. 
The wiser com- 


munity hopes that the humanizing process will he ef- 
fective sometime on these brutal elements, hut. it knows 
what they are and it takes precautions against them. 


It does not think to trust the. administration of its 


affairs to men who bargain with these elements in ejec- 
tions, submit, to their minor Infractions of law after 
election, and then stand 
dismayed and 
afraid 
before 


them when they break from restraint. 


The wiser community shows itself and makes no such 


bargain in its politics.

The soque 
was that they were "fairer and fatter 
in body, and keener of mind than othe 
pupils who ate the king's meat an 
'drank his wine. 
It is not prohabl 


that they s^w as clearly as intelllgen 
boys of today tha* this result, was 
largely hygienic, under natural law. 
They may have, thought it. was chiefly 
due to supernatural interposition. Nor 
is It. to be supposed that they refused 
the meat, because of any such views of 
vegetarianism as are held by many to- 
day, or that they refused the wine 
chiefly because they had learned from 
Solomon that it is bad'' for body and 
brain. 
American Boys Have More Reasons to 


Refuse Wine. 


They refused the meat, and wine in 


order to be loyal to their parents, their 
church and their country. And when 
today parents and church and govern- 
ment, all bid boys and girls do some 
things, .and warn them not to do oth- 
ers, "obedience is loyalty and wisdom, 
even if they do not. yet understand all 
the reasons for doing and not doing 
these things. 


This principle goes beyond youth and 


beyond wine. When American Protes- 
tant Christians go to Sunday horse 
races in Paris a.nd Sunday bull fights 
In Madrid, and to gambling casinos at 
Monte Carlo, they arc disloyal to their 
parents, to their church and to their 
country.

The United States drinks about 
wenty-three gallons per capita, a Ht- 
le less than Great. Britain, but much 
more than Canada. There might well 
be an International contest as to which 
nation shall drink least, for the em- 
peror of Germany and the manufac- 
turers of Great Britain are beginning 
to see that In the supreme hat.tle of 
the ages between Britain. Germany 
and the United States for the world's 
markets, the nation drinking the least 
alcohol will win. 
In that view the 


temperance movement should be raised 
from the personal and the economic 
aspects that we emphasize, to the pa- 
triotic plane. Abstinence and prohibi- 
tion should he promoted for our coun- 
try's sake, as .well as for our own 
sakes and for Christ's sake. 


Courage to Refuse Win* in Society. 
In the temperance work of today too 


large a share of the effort is directed 
against drinking In barrooms because 
of the bad environment.

To obtain and hold the good will of the customer 


the merchant, stands ready to listen to any complaint 
that a customer makes and to acceed to her demands. 
even when unreasonable. Anything rather than to 
Incur her displeasure. To secure this the co-operation 
of the employes, from 
bundle wrapper to mer- 


chandise man, is demanded, and there arc In addition 
epeclal departments devoted solely to the "pleasing 
the customer" side of the business. 


In the employment ottk-e the young woman appli-

FROM PIG BABYHOOD TO MARKET 


Some Suggestions on Making Money in the Hog Business, 


by a Farmer Who Is Doing It. 


By C. C. Boivsfleld, Illinois. 


Every farmer, who raises as many 


its 100 hogs in a year, ought to divide 
them into spring and fall herds. By 
this means he will be able to distribute 
the labor to suit his convenience, econ- 
omize In room, sell when the market 
suits him, and furnish his customers 
on short notice, any kind of pork 
desired, from suckling-roast to prime 
bacon. 


The thoroughly practical man can 


turn hogs into money very rapidly, 
bu; the business needs to be on a. scale 
extensive enough to enable him to 
properly divide his fields and build- 
ings, and to make thorough exper- 
iments, with different types, and differ- 
ent kinds of food. 


I have observed two or three bad 


failures recently, which were caused 
primarily, by the old and erroneous 
Idea that hogs do not require much 
ground room or forage. 


In raising pork for the market, the 


farmer ought to keep In mind these 
vital points: 
Cost of feeding, danger 


of disease or sickness, and range of 
market prices- 


Starting the season with 50 to 100 


pigs just weaned, the owner should 
prox'ide pasturage of some kind. I 
would give this lot of young animals 
one mess per day, of bran and shorts 
moistened with slops, skimmed milk 
or whey. This Is ample in a grass-lot 
of five or ten acres. 


Clover is excellent for forage, but 


irtichokes and rape are better. A 


it is neither difficult or expensive, it 
ought to be attended to. twice each 
summer. With this kind of hog farm- 
ing, cholera will net be known, and 
the stock will get a steady growth, 
from beginning to end. 


If the weather be severe, when il 


comes to the last month of feeding 
the hogs should be kept in clean 
roomy pens, but even to the last day 
they should have some succulent for 
age-plant to eat. 
Clover or alfalfa is 


suitable for tnis. and carrots are ex 
cellent. in connection with the corn 
or peas. 


It is for the good of the animal, am 


of course for the owner's pocket, tha 
a. program of this kind be marked out 
Feeding 50-cent corn, for six or eigh 
months, will not do. Farmers mus 
learn that forage Is natural to the hog 
and that It will give the growth at 
small cost. 


Allowing fall rental value for th 


land, the cost of all food supplies, an 
the wage value of the time taken u 
in the care of the stock, from the dat 
of birth, to the marketing 100 hog 
10 months old averaging 250 pound 
can be turned off, at a cost not e.\ 
cceding $700. 


It may be done for a little less, bu 


if it is to be a business proposition 
let it be figured as a business ma 
would count the expense. 'With care 
ful experimenting and observation, fo 
several years.

Millet as a Food 


The claims of millet as an import- 
nt soiling food rest upon the fact 
hat it is a good milk producing food, 
hat it yelds well on good land, that it 
ay be grown as a catch crop and in 
ot weather in some instances after 
nother crop has been harvested. 
Its weak point as a soiling crop is 


he short season during which it can 
e fed. 
The great points to be kept in view 


n preparing the land for millet are to 
lave it finely pulverized and moist and 
s clean as possible. The question of 
moisture is all important. 


If the land ran be plowed some 


ime before sowing the seed and rolled 
and harrowed a few times in altcra- 
ion In the Interval, the process will 
le found helpful not only in retain- 
ng ground moisture a short distance 
below the surface, but also in accum- 
ulating the same even in dry weather 


Usually depositing the seed with 


the grain drill is more satisfactory 
than sowing broadcast, and in some 
nstances following at once with the 
roller will make the difference in a 
dry season between success and fail- 


e in the crop. 
Sow from three to four pecks per 


acre for soiling and of various varie- 
ties, as Hungarian, German and broom 


If large varieties like the Japanese 


kinds are used, they are usually sown 
in rows and cultivated. 
From 12 to 


20 tons of green millet per acre should 
be obtained from good and well-man- 
aged land.

Low-Headed Orchard Trees 


Commercial orchards of apnjes and 


pears arc nowadays headed much 
lower than formerly. 3 feet bring a 
very common height for starting the 
head of-these trees, while with the 
peach and pium the head is started 
even lower. IS or 20 inches being a 
common height. 


The reason for this is that in cer- 


tain, localities where windstorms are 
frequent, the low-headed trees arc: 
less likely to he broken. lose a smal- 
ler proportion of their fruit and arc 
loss subject to injury from sun scald. 
as the low head of the tree serves to 
a certain extent as a shade for the 
body. 
The cost of harvesting the fruit 


from low-headed trees is much less 
than that of gathering from tail trees. 
Witli the low-headed trees a consid- 
erable portion of the crop can be 
gathered by the picker standing upon 
the ground, while with high-headed 
trees the major part of the work 
must be done from ladders, which 
greatly extends the time required to 
do the picking and consequently, in- 
creases its cost. 
Pruning, spraying, 


trimine as well as harvesting will be 
found to be more convenient on low 
than high-headed trees.

These should bo 
kept In such order that they can bo 
sold off, at any time, between fifteen 
and.eighteen months, according to the 
trend of the market. 


They are supposed to be from fall 


litters, so that they must be housed 
for two winters, and have outside 
range for tbo one summer. They aro 
to he fed for growth, and not for fat. 
until they are upward of a. year old. 


The orris plant is a beautiful Iris. 


There are of this species of plants 
eight 
hundred varieties. Some of 


them bloom under the snow. Some 
grow in water. 


The flowers of some of them yield 


an indelible liquid dj«e. 
Pome of them 


have an exquisite perfume when in 
bloom. One of them is the orris plant. 


Its leaves are long, thin, tough, 


wide in the middle, and of a pale- 
green color. It produces, on each 
stem, several sweet and fragrant large 
white or blue flowers in the early 
spring. 
The root, after being dried, posses- 


ses a delicate perfume, which has the 
peculiar character of permanency, the 
strength of the perfume increasing 
with age. For these tho plant is 
grown. Orris is the commecial name 
for the dried root. Perfumers and 
manufacturers of perfumed specialties 
use it powdered and granulated as the 
base of their products. 


It enters into every face powder 


sachet-powder, tooth-powder, violet- 
powder and every other perfumec 
powder. It imparts to the perfume of 
these powders the quality of perman- 
ence. 
The seat of the foreign orris in- 


dustry Is around Florence and Verona, 
in Italy, from whence most of the 
orris comes. 
Like all the varieties of the Iris 


Family, the roots grow near the surf-] 
ace of the soil, are tough and tenacious, 
so that the plant is extremely hardy 
and easy of propagation. The plant 
will stand the roughest kind of treat- 
ment and still survive. 


While moisture is good for It, water 


standing about the roots causes them 
to become soft and rot. 
Manure, 


or any moist substance, produces a 
similar effect, and for this reason all 
manuring must be in the soil and be- 
fore the planting. 


When there is a drought however, 


the plant does not die. The roots lie 
dormant during the dry spell, and 
when rain comes new shoots spring 
up, and In a short time the plant is 
fully revived 


Weeds that completely envelop es- 


tablished plants do hut little injury, 
because the plant Is a late fall and 
early spring grower 


It grows after the weeds in tho fall 


have died, and Is at it again In tho 
spring before, tho weeds appear. In 
a comparatively mild climate the tops 
remain green throughout the entire 
winter 


It mnki-s two distinct growths each 


year, sending up new shoots in both 
fnll and spring. The root formation 
Is regular and circular, now shoots 
and roots growing from tbo outer rim 
as tho plant increases in size, anri 
each season's growth remains attarhet 


o the Krnwth of the previous season. 


.At the end of a year the small feed- 


ers attaching to the under side of the 
roots partially die, and this portion, 
after sending forth the flower stem, 
becomes suitable for drying. 


If not harvested it is not lost, as it 


remains attached to the other parts of 
he plant by a small connecting root. 


Among the many good points may 


be mentioned the following: 


It will thrive in the open Held with- 


out any protection in winter. 


The plant is not injured by bugs or 


moles: it has no fungous enemies. 


It will succeed on land too poor to 


produce the standard crops with sue- 
ess. 
Women are fond of it, and the 


beauty of the plant, especially when 


:n bloom, gives it an attraction" fo* 
persons of taste and refinement. 


Tho 
orris-plant possesses three 


sources of income for the grower. An 
acre Is capable of producing 4.000 
pounds of dried root, 3,000 dozen 
flowers and 20,000 small roots for 
planting after those for drying havu 
been gathered. Tho value of these 
products may exceed $2.000 per year. 


Tho plants are certainly hardy in 


our middle latitudes where they grow 
on various types of soil, especially 
well, perhaps on gravelly loams. They 
multiply rapidly and are propagated 
from thn ends of rhizomes, the so- 
called bulbs, which are cut off at th« 
time the root Is dug for market. The 
root not required for planting is peel- 
ort. carefully dried, and powdered.

ALFALFA WEEVILS INVADING THE WEST 


KEEP THE YOITNG PtTLLETS H?. 


THEMSELVES.

The alfalfa weevil is not native to 


America, hut has been accldently in- 
troduced from Europe, western Asia, 
or northern Africa, where it is very 
:ommon. and where, while more or 
less distructive to alfalfa, it is prob- 
ably prevented by its natural enemies 
from working serious and widespread 
ravages.

TICKS THRIVE OX VEGETATmX.

The advertisement gave the address of tbe Boston

^"of half an hour I had agreed to make the voyage. 


Whether we were bound for the South Seas or the 
Arctic regions I knew not, nor did I care. 


A batch of green hands were herded aboard the 


New Bedford train, and with a hotel check for the 
umbrella in my pocket I joined them. TJpon our ar- 
rival at New Bedford we were conducted before the 
Shipping Commissioner to sign articles, and after 
that ceremony was completed we were taken to the 
offices of tuc firm and permitted to select our outfits. 
Gradually the news was circulated that we were to 
join the bark Canton for a 
rualing cruise to the 


Arctic Ocean, and that we would sper.d the ensuing

He was walking slowly In my direction 
and I hnd bnrely time to note thnt b* was lean and, 
hungry In appearance, when be saw we. Instead of 
rot renting the beast seemed to hasten in my direction.

I know the bear Is still alive at the present moment, 
enjoying the brief summer of the Northland. 


In May the combined crews established whaling sta- 


tions nk-ng the edge of the floe. The crew of the 
wnist boat, of whom I was one, was stationed at 
Depot Island, about two miles distant from the point 
whore the Canton was still fast In the ice. 


My boat got fast, to a sizeable bowhcad whale one 


day, and Second Mate Coomer was preparing to use 
tho bomb gun when the whale sounded. He dived 
under the floe and kept on going.

oarsman could use his axe we fetched up agalnat 
the edge of the floe with such force that the bo«t 
was partly wrecked and two of us were thrown Into 
the water. I hung on to an oar for several minute* 
before I wns fished out of the Icy water, and no lives 
were lost. Fortunately tbe weather was mild, and 
beyond the damage to the boat and our lost gear, w« 
suffered no ill effects from the experience. 


We captured five whales during the voyage, three 


of which were harpooned by the boat steerer of tbe 
waist boat—my boat. We celebrated our Fourth of 
Jnij and many days following by cutting a channel 
through the land locked ice so that the Canton and 
the Tucker could get Into the open water. It wa» 
n huge task, for in some places we encountered Ice 
t\va:\i feot in thickness. 


Upon the 10th of September, the day fixed by 


knowing whaling skippers as the latest date upon 
which one can safely attempt to leave the bay, our 
Eskimo friends of a year's standing bade us a tear, 
ful "tab-wah-hoodee," and the prow of the old bart 
was headed for Resolution Island. 


I gave my accordion to the half breed who fished 


me out of the water, and promised to return th« 
next year. 


Thon followed ten weeks of stormy weather, dur- 


ing which the "big blow of '04" caught the Canton 
off the Newfoundland coast. All things must come 
to nn end, however, and so did my whaling voyage. 
If my recollection serves me rightly, it was a few 
days before Thanksgiving when I returned to my 
home. I was emaciated by reason of poor food and 
overwork. I hnd about thirty dollars In my pocket 
to show for eighteen months of suffering and hard- 
ship.
